TO: ALL PERSONS, FIRMS, AND CORPORATIONS making sales at retail and/or 

purchasing tangible personal property for use, storage or other consumption in the police 
jurisdiction of the Town of Somerville, Alabama (located in Morgan County). 

 
On May 14, 2007, the governing body of the Town of Somerville adopted Ordinance No. 2007-01 
repealing the sales and use taxes levied in the police jurisdiction of the town.  This ordinance became 
effective August 1, 2007.   
 
This ordinance in no way affects the sales and use taxes levied inside the corporate limits of the 
town.  It only affects those who make sales at retail and purchases of tangible personal property for use, 
storage or other consumption outside the town limits of Somerville but within the town’s police 
jurisdiction.
